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REPORT  OF  THE   FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extenguish  brush  and 
woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protection  in 
1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly  equalling  at  times 
those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire 
and  New  England,  fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  grati- 
fyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can  hope 
to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  remember  that 
in  any  year  over  90  per  cent  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  carelessness, 
and  that  all  of  these  man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for  many 
years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who  use  our 
outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  before.  We  must 
therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  pre- 
vention by  everyone  is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  help,  as 
follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before  kin- 
dling a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  tobacco  be- 
fore dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In  automobiles,  always 
use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go  far  to 
insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation  in  this  way 
is  earnestly  solicited.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Springfield  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  outstanding  one  for  the  School 
District.  It  has  been  possible  to  overcome  a  number  of  obstacles 
and  provide  a  new  modern  school  to  house  the  elementary  pupils 
of  the  town.  Some  of  the  steps  taken  during  the  year  to  achieve 
this  end  are  as  follows: 

January  29,  1948 — Public  Hearing  by  Board  of  Investigation 
to  exceed  debt  limitation. 

May  13,  1948^ — Bids  on  School  building  were  opened  but  all 
bids  exceeded  $30,000 — total  available. 

May  26,  1948 — Approval  of  Governor  and  Council  given  to 
exceed  debt  limitation,  upon  recommendation  of  Board  of 
Investigation. 

June  21,  1948^ — Revised  bids  on  School  Building  were  open- 
ed and  contract  for  construction  ($26,243)  was  awarded  to  the 
low  bidder,  Fletcher,  Churchill  and  McGray,  Inc.,  of  Newport. 

December  31,  1948 — Final  inspection  of  building  was  made. 

January  6,  1949 — Dedicatory  exercises  were  held  in  the 
Memorial  School. 

January  10,  1949 — Classes  were  held  in  the  new  school. 
Closing  the  Maxfield  and  Center  Schools. 

To  those  of  us  who  have  had  an  active  part  in  the  building 
program,  the  extra  work  involved  is  compensated  by  the  fact 
that  the  building  has  become  a  reality.  It  would  indeed  be  dif-. 
ficult  to  construct  a  list  of  all  the  people  who  have  given  time 
and  energy  to  the  project. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  the  citizens   of  Springfield   in  your, 
initiative  and  courage  in  bringing  about  improved  school  condi-^ 
tions.    The  increased  cost  of  operating  a  modern  school  should 
be  offset  by  the  additional  benefits  to  the  pupils. 

The  closing  of  the  Maxfield  School  necessitated  the  trans-: 
porting  of  the  pupils  in  that  section.  An  agreement  has  been 
made  with  Grafton  to  combine  with  them;  thereby  resulting  in 
a  saving  to  the  district. 

We  had  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year.  From  the 
opening  of  school  in  September  until  the  new  building  was 
occupied,    Mrs.   Marion   Heath   taught   at   the    Maxfield    School. 
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Mrs.  Yvonne  Kezar  was  transferred  to  the  primary  room  re- 
placing Mrs.  Marilyn  Heath  who  resigned.  Mr.  Josiah  Kelley 
returned  to  the  upper  grade  room. 

There  are  at  present  sixty-four  children  in  our  school.  Of 
these,  seven  are  from  Grafton.  There  are  ten  pupils  enrolled  in 
the  first  grade.  Indications  are  that  the  first  grade  enrollment 
will  continue  to  be  large  for  several  years. 

There  are  fifteen  students  attending  high  school.  Of  these, 
two  are  enrolled  at  Enfield,  two  at  Sunapee,  one  at  Newport 
and  the  remaining  ten  at  New  London.  Indications  are  that 
there  will  be  twenty-one  students  attending  high  school  next 
year  if  all  the  present  eighth  graders  enroll.  Today  a  high  school 
education  certainly  is  to  be  desired  and  it  is  encouraging  to 
see  so  many  continuing  their  education.  Although  tuition  rates 
continue  to  rise  in  keeping  with  school  costs,  Springfield  will 
receive  a  substantial  part  of  the  tuition  payment  for  high  school 
students  from  State  Aid. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  receiv- 
ed during  the  past  year  from  the  school  staff,  together  with  the 
loyal  support  of  the  School  Board,  and  the  continued  interest 
of  the  other  citizens  in  the  welfare  of  Springfield  schools.
